meé ashore. 

As I was wading to the beach, an elderly 
man came forward from the crowd to the 
water’s edge, where he stood holding both 
his arms uplifted over his head. Directly 
that I reached him, he took my hand aye 
put it round his neck, and turned to wa 
up the beach. As I walked along with 
him through the throng of men, more than 
300 in number, my arm all the while around 
his neck, I overheard a few words which 
gave me some slight cue as to the charac- 
ter of their language, and a very few words 
go a long way on such occasions. We 
went inland some short distance, and pass- 
ing through part of a large village, till we 
came to a house with figures, idols or not I 
hardly know, placed at some height above 
the dvor. 

They pointed to these figures, and re- 
peated a name frequently, not unlike the. 
name of one of the gods of some of the 
islands farther to the north; then they 
struck the hollow tree, which is their native 
drum, and thronged close round me, while 
I gave away a few fish-hooks, pieces: of red 
braid, etc. lasked the names of some of 
the people and of objects about me, trees, 
birds, etc. I was particularly struck with 
two boys who kept close to me. After 
some time I made signs that I would return 
to the beach, and we began to move away 
from the village; but I was soon stopped 
by some men, who brought me two small 
trees, making signs that I should plant 
them. | 

When I returned to the beach, the two 
boys were still with me, and I took their 
hands and walked on amidst the crowd. I 
did not imagine that they would come away 
with me, and yet a faint hope of their do- 


found them holding my hands, and even 


still close by my side in the water. All 
this took place in the presence of several 
hundred natives, who allowed these boys to 
place themselves in the boat and be taken 
on board the schooner. ‘They are now 
here at Kohimarama, I am thankful to say, 
teaching me their language, and already be- 
ginning to read short words in it themselves. 
This is a fair illustration of a first visit to 
an island where all goes well, where every 
one seems friendly, and confidence is at 
once established ; though we seldom obtain | 
any scholars on our first visit. It is one of 
the remarkable facts connected with this 
voyage, that we have here now natives of 
several islands, or parts of islands, visited } 
during the last winter for the first time. 


I was somewhat anxious about revisiting 
an island called Tikopia. Once we were 
there, five or six years ago. The island is 
small, and the inhabitants probably not 
more than 300 or 400. They are Polyne- 
sians, men of very large stature, rough in 
manner, and not very easily managed. I 
landed there and waded across the reef 
among forty or fifty men. On the, beach a 
large party assembled. I told them ina 
sort of Polynesian patois, that I wished to 
take away two lads from their island, that I 
might learn their languarge, and come back 
and teach them many things for their good. 
This they did not agree to. They said that 
some of the full-grown men wished. to go 
away with me; but to this, 1 in my turn 
could not agree. These great giants would 
be wholly unmanageable in our school at 
present. I went back to the edve of the 
reef—about 300 yards—and got into the 
boat with two men; we rowed off a little 
way, and I attempted, more quietly than 
the noisy crowd on shore would allow, to 
explain to them my object in coming to 
them. After a while we gulled back to the 
reef, and J waded ashore again; but I could 
not induce them to let me take any one 
away who was at all eligible for the school. 
Still, I was very thankful to have been able 
twice to land and remain balf an hour or 
more on shore among the people. Next 
year (p. v.) I may be able to see more of 
them, and perhaps may obtain a scholar, 
and so open the island. It is a place vis- 
ited by whalers, but. they never land here, 
and indeed the inhabitants are generally re- 
garded as dangerous: fellows to deal with, 
so I was all the more glad to have made a 
succesetul visit. 

Nothing could have been more delightful 
than the day I spent in making frequent 
landings on the north side of Santa Cruz. 
This island was visited by Spaniards under 
the command of Mendana, nearly three 
hundred years ago. They attempted to 
found a colony there, but after a short time 
were compelled by illness and the death of | 
Mendana and his successor to abandon their 
endeavor. It is apparently a very fertile 
island, certainly a very populous one.. The 
inhabitants are very ingenious, wearing 
beautiful ornaments, making, good bags 
woven of grass stained with tumeric, and 
Their arrows are elaborately 
earved, and not less elaborately poisoned ; 
their canoes are well made and kept in good 
order.. We never before landed on this 
island, but the Primate long before I was

To sigh after an unconscious life—what 
is it but to protest against the very power 
of thought? To think is not merely to 
have ideas—to be the theater across which 
images and emotions are marched ; but to 
sit in the midst as master of one’s concep- 
tions; to detain them for audience, or dis- 
miss them at a glance; to organize them 
into coherence and direct them to an -end, 

Again, to sigh for an unconscious life is 
to protest against conscience. For what is 
this faculty but as its name denotes, a know- 
ledge with one’s self of the worth and excel- 
lence of the several principles of action by 
which we are impelled ? “ 

And once more, to pray for an uncon- 
scious life is to desire an incapacity for 
faith. For what is faith, but trust in an 
Infinite and Holy one, of whom we could 
have no conception if our or did 
not transcend our realities ? 

The peculiar faculty in man of overlook- 
ing himself, is but the needful /condition 
and natural preparation for another, that of 
directing himself, A thing that is entirely 
at the disposal of foreign forces, that is moved 
hither.and thither by laws imposed upon it; 
would plainly be none the better for the gift 
of self-knowledge. If the planet, urged 
through an inflexible orbit by determinate 
mechanism, were made aware of its own 
history, no hair’s breadth of guidance would 
the revelation give. If the tree could study 
its own physiology, its growth would be no 
nobler, and its fruit no fairer. If the ani- 


perform no new function, and afford no hap- 
pier guidance. And if man can. superip- 
tend his own mind it is because he is not, 
like the planet, the tree, the brute, the mere 
theater on which forces display themselves, 
but a fresh power in himself, able to origin- 
ate action in the same sense in which God 
originates the universe. 

We often hear the question raised— 
What is the effect on human -character of 
a high and complicated civilization? Are. 
its vast accumulation of commodities, its 
rapid circulation of activity and thought, its 
minute division of employments, its inter- 
lacing of interests, its facilities for class or- 
ganization, to be looked upon with joy and 
gratulation, as so many triumphs of intelli- 
gence and refinement over ignorance and 
barbarism, or with great grief and conster- 
nation, as the gathering of an uncontrollable, 
and aimless power, destined, like the mad 
Hercules, to destroy the offspring of its 
strength ? | 

The specific effect on human character, 
produced by a high state of civilization, 
may be expressed ina single phrase: it de- 
velops the self-consciousness of a man to 
an intense degree, or, to borrow the vener- 
able language of Scripture, immeasurably 
increases one’s “knowledge of good ’and 
evil.” This, indeed, arises necessarily from 
our living so closely in the ‘presence of each 
other. <A perfectly solitary being who had 
a planet to himself, would remain, I. sup-

Out of 
the suffering comes the serious mind; out 
of the salvation, the grateful heart; out of 
the endurance, the fortitude; out of the de- 
liverence, the faith; but now when they 
have learned to live under providence. of 
laws, and with decency and justice of re- 
gard for each other; and when they have 
done away with violent and external sources 
of suffering, worse evils seem arising out of 
their rest, evils that vex less and mortify 
more, that suck the blood, though they do 
not shed it, and ossify the heart though | 
they do not torture it. And deep though 
the causes of thankfulness must be to every 
people at peace with others and at unity in 
itself, there are causes of fear also, a fear 
greater than of sword and sedition; that. 
dependence on God may be forgotten; be- 
cause the bread is given, and the water is

enue was areport in Acapulco when the 
Oonstitution left there that a Commission 
had been sent from the City of Mexico to 
meet another Commission from the Mexi- 
cans under Gen. Comonfort. They had 
met at a place called Zelaya, for the purpose 
of arranging terms of peace. It. is said 
that the following terms were spoken of, as 
having been proposed and settled upon: 
Juarez to resign ; Comonfort to be placed in 
command of the army; an election to be 
held throughout the Republic for a new 
Congress, the said Congress to have full 
ower to settle all the present difficulties in 
regard to a settlement of the Foreign debt ; 
the Congress to be elected by the popular 
will, so as to give the people their choice as 
regards their future Government. In the 
meantime the French to remain in the City 
of Mexico and hostilities to cease on both 
sides till the election takes place and Con- 
gress meets. 

We must confess to very grave doubts as 
to the reliability of this intelligence. If it 
is true mon oncle’s elephant has been even 
more unmanageable than we hed supposed. 
But it is too good to be true, too improbable 
even to build a hope upon. 7 

The European news is flattering. The 
attitude of the English government is daily 
becoming more friendly. A rumor that 
Laird’s steam rams would be taken to sea 
by force has created quite a commotion. 
Orders were received at Plymouth to send 
the vessels to Liverpool, and after some in- 
decision and countermanding orders, the 
icon-plated frigate Prince’s Consort started 
for Liverpool. In the meantime another 
gunboat reached the Mersey on the 28th, 
and was anchored opposite Laird’s yard 
ready to start at a moment’s notice. 

The editorial correspondent in Paris of 
the Bulletin gives an interesting account of 
the construction of four confederate steam- 


ers at Bordeaux, although, as he tells us, 


“thus far not a single ship or a pound of 
munitions of war have been permitted to 
leave a French port for the use of the con- 
federates :” 


The steamers are each to be of 400 
horse-power, and iron-cased. They are con- 
structing under arrangements with Bullock, 
the well-known rebel ship agent in Europe. 
Mazeline & Co. of Havre are constructing 
the engines, and the money for ships, arma- 
ment and ammunication is guaranteed and 
furnished by M. Langier, of Paris, the 
banker, who brought out the Confederate 
loan. The steamers are to be armed with 
30-pounder Blakely guns, for which pur- 
pose 56 of these guns are now making, to- 
gether with 15,000 Blakely shells. The 
vessels were commenced in April last, and 
are expected to go to sea in about 3 months 
from this time ; but as the subject has been
